GW ALUMNI TOAST FAREWELL TO THE ”TIN TABERNACLE” 


WASHINGTON, D.C, — With the opening of George Washington University's new 
Charles E. Smith Center for Physical Education and Athletics, more than 500 alumni 
will toast farewell Saturday, Dec. 6, to the "Tin Tabernacle,” which has housed 
athletic events for the past 51 years. 

The Tin Tabernacle, which was built as a "temporary” structure and takes 
its name from the old banana warehouse that provided its tin roof, will be torn 
down brick by brick later this month. Alumni will be able to own a piece of the 
Tabernacle for $10 a brick. 

The approximately 60' x 140' plot of ground on which the Tabernacle stands will 
be landscaped to enlarge the university's open-space quadrangle on H Street, between 
20th and 21st Streets. 

The farewell festivities will begin at 5:30 p.m. with a reception in the Tin 
Tabernacle and conclude with a buffet dinner in the GW Marvin Center across the 
street. The Smith Center will be officially dedicated that night during half time 
ceremonies at the GW-Wake Forest basketball game. Participants will include GW 
President Lloyd H. Elliott; Charles E. Smith, university trustee for whom the center 
is named; Charles E. Phillips, chairman of the GW Board of Trustees, and GW's star 
sports alumni, Arnold "Red” Auerbach, president of the Boston Celtics, and Andy 
Davis, football player in the late 1940's.

THE WILLIAM N. CREASY MEMORIAL LECTURE ON CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY 

TO BE GIVEN AT QW 

WASHINGTON, D.C. ~ The Willlara N. Creasy Memorial Lecture on Clinical Phar¬ 
macology will be given on Thursday, December 18, at the George Washington Uni¬ 
versity Medical Center. 

Dr, Elliot S. Vesell of the Pennsylvania State University College of Medi¬ 
cine is the Creasy Visiting Professor of Clinical Pharmacology at GWU. He will 
speak on "Use of Plasma Drug Levels in Therapy"’ at 12 noon in room 101 of Ross 
Hall, 2300 Eye St., N.W,, on the University campus. 

Sponsored by The Burroughs Wellcome Fund, the visiting professorship is one 
of ten awarded to medical schools across the country. The series honors the late 
William Neville Creasy, president and chairman of the board of Burroughs Wellcome 
Co. for 23 years. 

The Burroughs Wellcome Fund is a private foundation dedicated to philanthropy 
in medical research and health education. Its major program and principal re¬ 
sources are directed to clinical pharmacology. 

Dr. Vesell is professor and chairman, department of pharmacology, Pennsylvania 
State University College of Medicine, He is a graduate of Harvard and the 
Harvard University Medical School. 

He was awarded the Samuel J. Meltzer Award in 1967 for his outstanding con¬ 
tribution to experimental biology and medicine and the American Society for Phar-

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macology and Experimental Therapeutics Award for experimental therapeutics In 
1971. 

While he Is In residence at Gt'R) during the week of December 15-19, Dr. Vesell 
will be engaged In Informal teaching sessions with medical and graduate students 
and faculty members. He will also give three A p.m. lectures In the Pharmacology 
Seminar Room, Ross Hall 643: "Drug Disposition and Pharmacogenetics" (Dec. 15),

CM PROFESSOR GIVES TIPS ON CARING FOR CHRISTMAS POINSETTIAS 

WASHINGTON, D, C. — The polnsettla, which is celebrating 150 years of • 
growing in the United States, is a plant that likes to be ignored. 

With little care, the red, pink or white polnsettla. you receive this Christ¬ 
mas will retain its color until April or May and bloom again next holiday season. 

Dr. Kittle F. Parker, professor of botany at The George Washington University, 
explains. Dr. Parker watches over about 200 plants and flowers. Including 35 
poinsettias, in a roof-top greenhouse, which is part of the university's Biological 
Sciences Department. 

For a longlastlng polnsettla. Dr. Parker has several suggestions: 

— Water your plant when it is dry, not every day. 

In most homes, this will probably mean watering every fourth day with two full days 
in between — for example, on Monday, and then again on Thursday. 

— Remove the aluminum paper from the pot, and water the plant until the 
water seeps out from the bottom. 

— Put the pot on a dry base. Do not let it sit in water. 

— Keep the polnsettla out of drafts and away from heat vents. Optimum tem¬ 
perature is between 60 and 72 degrees. 

— Fertilize with a liquid fertilizer every week or every other week throughout 
the year. 
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In the summer, the polnsettlu should be transplanted into a larger pot, cut 
back to about six Inches above the soil, and left outside. Optimum daytime tem¬ 
perature during this growing period Is 80 to 05 degrees. The plant should be 
brought back Inside when the temperature drops below 60 degrees. 

To flower again. Dr. Parker says, the polnsettla needs long periods of dark¬ 
ness each day from the last week of September through the end of November. It 
should be kept in a closet or totally darkened room for about 14 hours in every 
24-hour period and then be placed near a v/lndow for full sun for about 4 to 6 hours 
during the day. Without the hours of darkness, the triggering process for the 
flowering will not occur. 

At the end of November, the polnsettla may be left in a sunlit spot continu¬ 
ously because, by that time, it no longer needs lengthy periods of darkness. 

The temperature should not be lower than 65 degrees. Depending upon the variety 
of the plant, the polnsettla should be In full bloom by early or mid-December. 

"Poinsettlas are very particular plants," Dr. Parker notes. "But what they 
require Is very little," The polnsettla was first Introduced Into the United 
States from Mexico in 1825 by Joel Roberts Poinsett, who was U. S. Minister to 
Mexico and a botanist.

SCHOLARSHIP BEQUEST FOR GEORGE WASHINGTON 

WASHINGTON, D.C* — The scholarship funds of the Columbian Women of The George 
Washington University have been increased by a bequest of $138,310.87 from the 
estate of the late Miss Emilie Margaret White, an alumnus of the university (B.A. 
with distinction, 1907, and M.A., 1910) and a former president of the Columbian 
Women. 

The Columbian Women is an alumnae group which sponsors scholarships for de¬ 
serving women at George Washington. The organization was founded in 1894 by mem¬ 
bers of the ^'original thirteen,” the first women to be admitted to the then Colum¬ 
bian College. The first young woman to receive scholarship funds from the Columbian 
Women was a student whose father was killed in the Ford’s Theatre diaster of 1893. 

A distinguished linguist and musician. Miss White taught German and Latin for 
many years at Central High School in Washington. During the last 14 years of her 
professional service to the D. C. Public Schools, she was supervising director of 
foreign languages (French, German, Latin, and Spanish) in all the District schools. 
She received an Alumni Achievement Award from George Washington and an Alumni 
Service Award from its General Alumni Association. 

Five girls are now studying at George Washington with scholarship aid from 
Columbian Women, three in the School of Medicine and Health Sciences, one in the 
School of Engineering and Applied Science, and one in the Graduate School of Arts 
and Sciences. 
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
